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PETITION DECISION 


This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed July 14, 2004, requesting waiver of 
extension of time fees. 

A review of the file history shows that the examiner mailed a Final Office action to applicant on 
January 14, 2004, setting a three month shortened statutory period for reply. Applicants state 
that a reply to the Final Office action was filed February 23, 2004, and received by the Office as 
evidenced by an Office date stamped return postcard. These papers were never correlated with 
the file and were not seen by the examiner until applicant filed a facsimile copy of the reply on 
June 14, 2004. Applicants filed a Notice of Appeal on July 14, 2004, (the final day of the 
maximum six month statutory reply period) prior to receiving an Advisory Action and requests 
that no extension of time fee be assessed in view of Office policies.
